BEFORE THE PUBLIC UTILITIES COMMISSION
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ORDER

I.
By Decision and Order No. 19773, filed on November 15,
2002, the commission conditionally approved the joint submission
filed on September 23, 2002, by HAWAIIAN ELECTRIC COMPANY, INC.,

HAWAIT ELECTRIC LIGHT COMPANY, INC., MAUI ELECTRIC COMPANY,



LIMITED (collectively, *utilities"), and the Division of
Consumer Advocacy (Consumer Advocate).

Section IV.B of the decision and order requires the
utilities to submit, on an individual Dbasis: (1) certain
quarterly reports by December 31, 2002, and by the end of each
quarter thereafter; and (2) by December 31, 2002, and by the end
of December of each year thereafter, an annual report.

By letter dated December 3, 2002, the utilities seek to
amend the due dates of the quarterly and annual reports.
Specifically, the utilities request that the reports: (1) include
information through December 31, March 31, June 30 and September
30, as applicable; and (2) be filed with the commission by the
end of the following month thereafter. Thus, the first set of
reports will: (1) include information through December 31, 2002;
and (2) be filed by January 31, 2003.

The Consumer Advocate: (1) does not object to the
utilities' request; and (2) agrees to the cut-off and proposed
filing dates for the quarterly and annual reports.

Upon review, the commission will approve as reasonable

the utilities' request.

THE COMMISSION ORDERS:
1. The utilities' request, filed on December 3, 2002,
to amend the due dates of the quarterly and annual reports
identified in Section IV.B of Decision and Order No. 19773, filed

on November 15, 2002, is approved.



2. The due dates set forth in Section IV.B of
Decision and Order No. 19773 are hereby amended, consistent with
the terms of this order. In all other respects, Decision and

Order No. 19773 remains unchanged.
